LRT commitment 
needed from feds, 
province: Mayor

City needs investment

If the provincial and the feder¬ 
al governments don’t step up 
to fund the city’s LRT, Mayor 
Don Iveson says it will be “at 
their peril,” both politically 
and economically. 

Iveson made the com¬ 
ments in a year-end interview 
with Metro, and said people in 
this city are coalescing around 
the need for an LRT. 

“We are going to see a 
strong coalition come togeth¬ 
er around this in Edmonton 
and really what we need is a 
long-term provincial commit¬ 


ment,” he said. 

Last week, city councillors 
passed a motion making it 
clear that LRT funding is the 
city’s first priority and that 
the $800 million the city has 
pledged for the southeast LRT 
is still committed. 

The city has had to delay 
that project, which would run 
from Mill Woods to Churchill 
Square, because of a lack of 
provincial and federal funds. 

Iveson said the city needs 
a decades-long commitment 
to be able to build out the 
LRT network, and he believes

some in the province under¬ 
stand the benefit. 

“I think the premier gets it. 
I think our new minister gets 
it. They have to convince all 
of their colleagues that this is 
the right thing to do for prov¬ 
ince building,” he said. 

An investment in LRT is 
a good one for the province, 
Iveson argues, because it 
strengthens the economy; the 
number one issue for most 
voters. He warned, however, 
that sword cuts both ways. 

“If they don’t do it, it will 
hurt them in the next elec¬ 
tion,” he said. 

With Alberta’s economy so 
tied to the price of oil, Iveson 
said he is aware a long-term 
commitment to LRT-building 
is not easy, but said there is no 
other way. 

“We can’t keep building 
this province in fits and starts. 
It is not going to set us up for 
long-term success.”

Iveson expects 
arena price will 
be on budget 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he expects the proposed 
guaranteed maximum 
price for the downtown 
arena will come in on 
budget, because everyone 
involved realizes the 
consequences of missing 
that mark. 

“As long as we’re 
within the budget eveiy- 
thing carries on without 
a hitch. If it’s outside the 
budget, we have a serious 
problem,” he said, during 
a year-end interview with 
Metro. 

As part of the arena 
deal, the city and the 
Katz group have been 
working with contractor 
PCL on a guaranteed 
maximum price for the 
project. 

That price is expected 
to be submitted to coun¬ 
cil early in the new year 
and is designed to ensure 
the project won’t see 
increases down the line. 

Iveson said he believes 
everyone involved under¬ 
stands the need for it to 
come in on budget. 

“The message has been 
clearly sent to eveiyone 
who is working on it that 
we have to work within 
the $480 million for the 
building and the $604 
million for the entire 
project,” he said. 

Iveson said he’s hope¬ 
ful the arena won’t dom¬ 
inate this term of council 
the way it did the last. 

“I think most Edmon¬ 
tonians have accepted 
the decision is made,” he 
said. 

“People will feel how 
they felt about how it 
came together, but there 
will be no going back on

Edmontonians’ snowy side¬ 
walks are drawing a spike in 
slips and a spike in tickets, ac¬ 
cording to city officials. 

Troy Courtoreille, the city’s 
co-ordinator of the general en¬ 
forcement unit, said they have 
seen a jump this winter of 
about 10 per cent in the num¬ 
ber of calls and the number of 
tickets. 

He said during the worst 
of last week’s storms the city 


wasn’t taking complaints, but 
now with the phone lines open 
again he expects they will go 
back up. 

“We know that our num¬ 
bers are going to go up signifi¬ 
cantly to say the least,” he said. 

As of last week, Courtoreille 
said the city had seen 1,800 
complaints and issued 180 tick¬ 
ets, with 103 of them going to 
commercial businesses and 77 
going to residences. 

Alberta Health Services said 
Wednesday they had seen a 
spike in emergency room visits 
because of the icy walks and 
were encouraging people to use 
caution, as well as make sure 
their walks were cleared. 


Courtoreille said there are 
some locations that enforce¬ 
ment officers will have to take 
a hard look at this week. 

“Those locations that are 
really bad, where they haven’t 
been taking care of it all winter, 
with this additional rain and 
snow and then the freeze cycle, 
we know we have to get on top 
of those,” he said. 

He said when enforcement 
officers go out they look for 
sidewalks that have obviously 
not seen the required attention. 

“If we see that there’s a hard- 
pack snow or there’s a clear 
indication or a trend where 
it hasn’t been cleared,” he ex¬ 
plained.

Fatbikes gaining 
popularity in Edmonton 


Fatbikes are flying off the 
shelves and riding onto trails 
in Edmonton this winter more 
than they have in the past. 

Equipped with larger tires 
and rims to help cyclists travel 
on snow and ice, fatbikes are 
increasing in popularity with 
Edmontonians wanting to 
continue their love for cycling 
into the winter season. 

Cliff Vallentgoad, owner of 
bike shop Red Bike increased 
his supply of fatbikes by 50 
per cent this winter to make 
sure he keeps up with the de¬ 
mand. 

“The popularity of these 
things ... jumped from selling 
three to four bikes in winter 
of 2011/2012 to selling 30- 
plus bikes in the winter of 
2012/2013. It just completely 
took us by surprise,” he said, 
adding the shop has sold 23 
fatbikes to date this fall. 

For Mark Jung, cyclist and 
president of Interclub Win¬ 
ter Rides group, the increase 
in popularity has been noted

Sting. Send MLA to john 
school, advocate says 


An Edmonton sexual-exploita¬ 
tion advocate is calling on MLA 
Mike Allen to attend a john 
school after he pleaded guilty 
Dec. 18 for his arrest in a pros¬ 
titution sting earlier this year. 

By pleading guilty, Allen 
will pay a penalty of $500 and 
court fees, roughly $500. 

“It should have been a 
stronger sanction,” said Kate 
Quinn, the executive director 
for the Centre to End All Sex¬ 
ual Exploitation. “In addition 
to the penalty and court cost, I 
wish he had been requested to 
go to a john school.” 

Quinn noted that men ar¬ 


rested in Edmonton for so¬ 
liciting sex have the opportun¬ 
ity to attend john school, at a 
cost of around $500. 

“It’s a day of learning about 
the consequences of their ac¬ 
tions on themselves, their 
families, on the communities 
where they were arrested and 
on the women they were ex¬ 
ploiting and their families,” 
Quinn explained. 

“I think that’s a really im¬ 
portant part that’s missing 
here,” she said, adding that 
Allen carries a greater respon¬ 
sibility because he’s a public

Edmonton police are inves¬ 
tigating two stabbing deaths 
that occurred overnight in 
separate parts of the city. 

A trail of blood was vis¬ 
ible Wednesday morning 


outside the Travelodge on 
Gateway Boulevard, where 
a man was fatally stabbed 
around 3 a.m. 

Police had few details, 
but believe the incident 
began with an altercation 
at the nearby Diamonds 
Gentleman’s Club and ended 
in the 26-year-old’s death in 
the parking lot. 

They are now looking for 
a vehicle that fled the scene. 

“Witness statements sug¬ 
gest that a suspect vehicle, 
described as being a white 
Ford F-150, was seen leav¬ 
ing the scene driving north 
down Gateway erratically,”

said police spokesperson 
Scott Pattison. 

Another suspicious death 
occurred in the parking lot 
of a Mac’s convenience store 
at 107 Avenue and 104 Street 
around 6:30 p.m. on Tuesday. 

In that case, police say 
they are still investigating, 
but it appears there was an 
altercation between two 
men that ended in a stab- 


bing. 

According to Mac’s secur¬ 
ity manager Doug Hartl, staff 
at the convenience store did 
not witness the stabbing. 

“In this case, (the Mac’s 
employee) really didn’t 
know anything until (a man) 
came in and asked to call an 
ambulance,” Hartl said. 

Pattison said having the 
two incidents happen in one 
night is unusual, but he did 
not suspect it was indicative 
of a larger trend. 

“Crime is random. It 
happens any time, any

Almost a year since an Ed¬ 
monton documentaiy about 
local sex-trade workers made 
its international premiere, 
the film is now featured on 
Netflix. 

Who Cares, directed by 
Edmonton filmmaker Rosie 
Dransfeld, went onto the 
popular service in mid-Nov- 
ember thanks to a partner¬ 
ship with the National Film 
Board (NFB). 

“Most people tell me they 


find it veiy powerful,” said 
Dransfeld. 

The film details the lives 
of three Edmonton street¬ 
walkers but also follows local 
RCMP officers that are part of 
Project RARE. The officers vis¬ 
it the women at night and ask 
them to be part of a registry 
that identifies sex workers 
should they go missing. 

RCMP officers still con¬ 
tinue their work today, nearly 
a year later. 

“I see the same girls out 
there all the time, girls who 
have previously registered. 
And I talk to them too since 
it’s good timeline information 
for us so if they ever do get re¬ 
ported missing, I have recent 
information all the time,” said 
Corp. Joe Verhaeghe. 

RCMP officers say the com¬ 
pliance rate has remained 
steady since the documentaiy

Kristy Thomson is not com¬ 
pletely sure she was drugged 
while out at an Edmonton bar 
in November, but the 24-year- 
old woman doesn’t remem¬ 
ber anything that happened 
shortly after she took a shot. 

“Within 20 minutes, I 
don’t really know what hap¬ 
pened for the (following) five 
hours,” she remembered. 

For Edmonton police 
chief Rod Knecht, stories like 
Thomson’s are what’s motiv¬ 
ating him to crack down on 
what he calls the abundance 
of the date rape drug police 
are seeing on Edmonton 
streets.

drug than we ever have,” he 
said in a year-end interview 
with Metro. “I think we (have 
seized) upwards of 200 litres 
of the drug ... over the last 
year.” 

Earlier this year, EPS bust¬ 
ed a man and a woman with 
106 litres of gamma-Hydroxy- 
butyrate (GHB), a drug that 
police are referring to as the 
date rape drug. 

“That’s the drug where 
people will go into a club 


and drop it into somebody’s 
drink,” Knecht explained. 
Knecht said that often crimes 
involving the date rape drug 
often go unreported. 

“I was told of a stoiy last 
week where a girl wakes up 
Sunday morning and she 
doesn’t know how she got 
there or what happened. The 
last thing she remembers is 
she was with friends in a bar.” 

While the police are call¬ 
ing GHB the date rape drug, 
Nikki Bernier from the Sex¬ 
ual Assault Centre of Edmon¬ 
ton said there are a number 
of other substances, includ¬ 
ing alcohol, that are more 
commonly used in sexual as¬ 
saults. 

“It’s a huge, complicated 
issue,” she said. “The term 
date rape drug is synonym¬ 
ous with roofies or ecstasy, 
but it actually refers to any 
substance that an offender 
of perpetrator might use to 
make it easier to sexually as¬ 
sault someone.”

Post-secondary cuts result of bad planning: Smith 



Wildrose leader Danielle Smith 
said the budget cuts inflicted 
on the post-secondaiy sector 
this year didn’t have to happen 
if the government had taken a 
more even keeled approach to 
budgeting. 

“They conveyed to the sec¬ 
tor that they were going to in¬ 
crease by three per cent, that is 
what eveiybody was expecting 
and then they came through 


at the last minute with a seven 
per cent cut,” she said, in a year 
end interview with Metro. 

Smith said a Wildrose gov¬ 
ernment would deliver more 
stable and predictable funding 
to post-secondaiy institutions, 
leveling out both the highs and 
the lows. 

“One of the things we talked 
about was slowing the rate of 
year over year increases, but 


having year over year increases 
that are predictable,” she said. 

She said the constant up and 
down is no way to budget for 
the sector. 

Smith said she believes post- 
secondaiy took the wrath of 
the cuts, because the govern¬ 
ment didn’t have to deal with 
the outcome. 

“It’s the post-secondaiy 
boards of governors who have 


to deal with the wrath of stu¬ 
dents and parents because their 
funding got cut.”

Ronnie Biggs was a petty 
criminal in Britain who set 
out to transform his life with

The plan worked in ways 
he could never have im¬ 
agined. 

Biggs was part of a gang of 
at least 12 men that robbed 
a Glasgow-to-London Royal 
Mail train in the early hours 
of Aug. 8, 1963, switching its 
signals and tricking the driv¬ 
er into stopping in the dark¬ 
ness. The robbeiy netted 125 
sacks of banknotes worth 2.6

million pounds — $7.3 mil¬ 
lion US at the time, or more 
than $50 million US today — 
and became known as “the 
heist of the century.” 

Biggs was soon caught and 
jailed, but his escape from a 
London prison and decades 
on the run turned him into 


a media sensation and some¬ 
thing of a notorious British 
folk hero. 

He lived for many years 
beyond the reach of Brit¬ 
ish justice in Rio de Janeiro, 
where he would regale tour¬ 
ists and the media alike with 
stories about the robbeiy. He 
appeared to enjoy thumbing 
his nose at the British author¬ 
ities and even sold T-shirts 
and other memorabilia about 
his role in the robbeiy. 

Biggs died Wednesday, 
aged 84, daughter-in-law Ver¬ 
onica Biggs said. He had been 
released from prison on Aug. 
7, 2009, a day before his 80th 
birthday, on compassionate 
grounds because of ill health 
— he had suffered several 
strokes. He had been living in 
a nursing home since. 
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Ethnic violence kills 500 in four 
days as South Sudan crisis grows 



Worries of looming 
civil war. UN chief 
calls for urgent 
solution as 20,000 
forced to seek refuge 


At least 500 people, most 
of them soldiers, have been 
killed in South Sudan since 
Sunday, a senior government 
official said, as an ethnic ri¬ 
valry threatened to tear apart 
the world’s newest countiy. 

The clashes apparently are 
pitting soldiers from the ma¬ 
jority Dinlca tribe of President 
Salva Kiir against those from 
ousted Vice-President Rielc 
Machar’s Nuer ethnic group, 
raising concerns the violence 
could degenerate into a civil 
war. 

Fighting spread on Wed¬ 
nesday to Jonglei, the largest 
state in South Sudan, where 


troops loyal to Machar were 
said to be trying to take con¬ 
trol of Bor, the state capital. 

Machar himself is the 
subject of a manhunt by the 
country’s military after he was 
identified by Kiir as the leader 
of an alleged coup attempt on 
Sunday. Machar has denied he 
was behind any coup attempt. 

Bamaba Marial Benjamin, 
the foreign minister, said late 
Wednesday that there was 
heavy fighting in Bor, but he 
denied renegade soldiers had 
overtaken it. 

At least 19 civilians have 
been killed in violence in Bor, 
said Martin Nesirky, a spokes¬ 
man for the UN secretaiy- 
general’s office, citing figures 
from the South Sudan Red 
Cross. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon told 
reporters Wednesday that 
South Sudan was experien¬ 
cing a political crisis that “ur¬ 
gently needs to be dealt with 
through political dialogue.” 


Ban said he urged Kiir “to re¬ 
sume dialogue with the polit¬ 
ical opposition.” 

South Sudan has been 


plagued by ethnic violence 
since it peacefully broke away 
from Sudan in 2011 after dec¬ 
ades of civil war.

New trial. Ousted 
Egyptian president

Egyptian prosecutors on Wed¬ 
nesday announced a new trial 
of ousted president Moham¬ 
med Morsi and the top leaders 
of his Muslim Brotherhood, 
accusing them of conspiring 
with Hamas, Hezbollah, Iran’s 
Revolutionary Guard and mil¬ 
itant groups to cany out a 
wave of terrorism to destabil¬ 
ize the countiy. 

The charges, which carry 
a potential death penalty, are 
the most sweeping and heavi¬ 
est accusations yet in a series 
of trials against the Brother¬ 
hood. The new trial of Morsi, 
the three top Brotherhood 
leaders and 32 other defend¬ 


ants appeared aimed at crip¬ 
pling the top echelons of the 
group and further tarnishing 
the Brotherhood among the 
public ahead of a key Januaiy 
referendum on a new consti¬ 
tution. 

The new militaiy-backed 
government is seeking a 
strong “yes” vote for the con¬ 
stitution to show the legitim¬ 
acy of the process put in place 
after the military removed 
Morsi on July 3. Brotherhood 
supporters oppose the new 
document and have vowed 
protests against it. 

Since the coup, prompted 
by massive protests calling 
for Morsi’s removal, Egypt 
has been in continual unrest. 
Morsi supporters have been 
holding near daily protests 
demanding his reinstatement, 
met by a fierce security crack¬ 
down that has killed hun¬ 
dreds of people and arrested

Snowden seeking refuge 
in Brazil. Baird says NSA 
informer should surrender 


National Security Agency 
leaker Edward Snowden 
should abandon his bid for 
asylum in Brazil and sur¬ 
render himself to the United 
States, Foreign Affairs Minis¬ 
ter John Baird said Wednes- 
day. 

Baird said that Snowden’s 
actions have compromised 
global security. 

The U.S. wants to pros¬ 
ecute Snowden, who was 
granted temporary asylum in 
Russia. The move angered the 
Obama administration and 
has chilled relations between 
Moscow and Washington. 

“I think he should go back 
to the United States and face 
the consequences of his ac¬ 
tions,” Baird said when asked 
about Snowden’s outreach 
to the Brazilian government 
this week.

Russia’s parliament on Wed¬ 
nesday passed an amnesty 
bill that will likely apply to 
the 30-member crew of a 
Greenpeace ship detained 
after an Arctic protest, but 
it wasn’t immediately clear 
if and when the activists, 
including two Canadians, 
would be allowed to leave 
the country. 

A spokesman for Green¬ 
peace said the organization 
had hoped Paul Ruzyclci of 
Port Colborne, Ont., and 
Alexandre Paul of Montreal 
and 28 other activists could 
return home by Christmas, 
but that seems unlikely 
given the amount of red tape 
surrounding their release. 

At the earliest, they may 
make it in time to ring in the 
new year, Diego Creimer told 
The Canadian Press. 

The amnesty, which 
also would likely free the 
two jailed members of the 
Pussy Riot punk band, has 
been largely viewed as the 
Kremlin’s attempt to soothe 
criticism of Russia’s human 
rights records ahead of the 
Winter Olympics in Sochi 
next year. But opposition 
lawmakers argued it doesn’t 
go nearly far enough and the 
complicated legislation ap¬ 
peared to leave many ques¬ 
tions open. 


The State Duma on Wed¬ 
nesday voted 446-0 in favour 
of the carefully tailored 
bill, which mostly applies 
to those who haven’t com¬ 
mitted violent crimes, first¬ 
time offenders, minors and 
women with small children. 
Lawmakers said they expect 
about 2,000 people to be re¬ 
leased from jail. 

The Duma adopted last- 
minute amendments to the 
bill to include suspects of 
hooliganism who are still 
awaiting trial, a provision 
that could apply to the crew 
of a Greenpeace ship facing 
those charges after their 
September’s protest in the 
Arctic.

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Rescued crane operator suffers 
severe bums after massive fire 


Kingston, Ont. 

Authorities concerned 
damaged crane could 
come crashing down 


A 68-year-old construction 
worker stranded atop a crane 
at the centre of a massive fire 
in Kingston, Ont., was “severely 
burned” before a militaiy heli¬ 
copter was able to navigate 
smoke and leaping flames to 
airlift him to safety. 

Adam Jastrzebski, who had 
bums to his hands, legs, back 
and buttocks, was recovering 
in hospital Wednesday after his 
dramatic rescue a day earlier, 
said his employer at Canadian 
Professional Crane Inc. 

“He’s in severe pain right 
now in the hospital and they’re 
giving him morphine,” said 
Aram Maleic. 

“I’m just surprised no one 
got hurt more than that be¬ 


cause the fire was enormous.” 

Firefighters from neigh¬ 
bouring communities had to be 
called in on Tuesday afternoon 
to help Kingston crews battle 
the flames which had engulfed 
an apartment building that was 
under construction. 

A crowd watched from the 
streets as the crane operator got 
out of his cab, crept along the 
boom of the crane to its veiy 
edge and waited to be rescued 
by a team from CFB Trenton. 

Meanwhile, authorities fo¬ 
cused their attention Wednes¬ 
day on the charred crane which 
towered above the still-smoul¬ 
dering remains of the building 
at the heart of the blaze. 

“Right now our biggest risk 
is having that crane in its cur¬ 
rent condition,” said Kingston 
fire chief Rheaume Chaput. 
“It’s been impinged by fire and 
is in a damaged condition. So 
we want to make sure we make 
that safe, get that down.”

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford has 
issued another apology and 
retracted comments he made 
about Toronto Star reporter 
Daniel Dale in a televised 
interview. 

“I wholly retract my state¬ 
ments and apologize to Mr. 
Dale without reservation for 
what I said,” Ford said in a state¬ 
ment Wednesday night. 

Dale said he accepts Ford’s 
apology, which he demanded 
last week in a libel notice that 
called on Ford to retract state¬ 
ments that the reporter said 
amounted to accusing him of 
pedophilia. 

The notice also called for the 
mayor to issue an “unreserved, 
abject, complete apology” of all 
false claims about what hap¬ 
pened during an incident near 
Ford’s house in May 2012. 

“I won’t be taking legal ac¬ 
tion against the mayor, and I’m 
looking forward to getting back 
to work,” Dale said on Twitter. 

“I sincerely appreciate 
Mayor Ford’s complete retrac¬ 
tion and unqualified apology, 
and I’m veiy glad the truth 
is no longer in dispute,” Dale 
tweeted.

Rail service

Businesses along the rail¬ 
road say the service is vital 
for the town’s economy. 

The gradual return of 
freight trains to Lac-Megan¬ 
tic must follow strict rules 
and conditions. 

For now, no dangerous 
substances will be transport¬ 
ed through the town, which 
is about 250 kilometres east 
of Montreal.

The issue came up after 
an archivist discovered 
documents showing both 
Hitler and the president 
who appointed him, Paul 
von Hindenburg, had been 
given honoraiy citizenship of 
Dietramszell.

N.Y.C. Relations with the 
U.S. now heated after 
Indian diplomat arrested 
and strip searched 


An Indian diplomat said U.S. au¬ 
thorities subjected her to a strip 
search, cavity search and DNA 
swabbing following her arrest 
on visa charges in New York 
City, despite her “incessant as¬ 
sertions of immunity.” 

Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh described the diplomat’s 
treatment as “deplorable.” 

The case has sparked wide¬ 
spread outrage in India and 
infuriated the government, 
which revoked privileges for 
U.S. diplomats to protest her 
treatment. It has cast a pall over 
India-U.S. relations, which have 
cooled in recent years despite 
a 2008 nuclear deal that was 
hailed as a high point in the na¬ 
tions’ ties. 

Devyani Khobragade, India’s 
deputy consul general in New 


York, was arrested Thursday 
outside of her daughter’s Man¬ 
hattan school on charges that 
she lied on a visa application 
about how much she paid her 
housekeeper. 

Prosecutors say the maid 
received less than $3 per hour 
for her work. Khobragade has 
pleaded not guilty.

the release of the new Disney 
film Saving Mr. Banks, which is 
about the making of the movie.

“It’s just a title that eveiy-

The films chosen this year 
span from 1919 to 2002 and 
include Hollywood classics,

Con¬ 
gress created the program 
in 1989 to ensure that gems 
from American movie his¬ 
tory are preserved for years 
to come. 

Some are chosen for their 
influence on movies that 
would follow, as with Pulp 


Films in danger 


Earlier this month, the Library 
of Congress released a study 
that found 70 per cent of 
America’s feature-length 
silent films have already 
been lost. Original prints of 
even newer movies, such as 
Michael Moore’s Roger and 
Me from 1989, have become 
endangered. In a statement 
to the library, Moore said he 
learned last year there were 
no more usable prints left of 
his film. 


Fiction from 1994. The film 
board called it a milestone 
for independent cinema, and 
Leggett noted Tarantino’s 
“stylized violence and kind of 
strangeness” in the cinema¬ 
tography. 

Older films often become in 
danger of being lost, said Librar¬ 
ian of Congress James Billing- 
ton, “so we must protect the 
nation’s matchless film herit¬ 
age and cinematic creativity.” 

This year’s selections rep¬ 
resent the “extreme vitality 
and diversity of American film 
heritage,” Leggett said. Many 
illustrate American culture and 
society from their times, he 
said. 

The oldest films joining 
the registiy this year are from 
the silent era. They include 
1920’s Daughter of Dawn, 
which featured an all-Native- 
American cast of Comanche 
and Kiowa people, with a fic¬ 
tional love story and a record 
of Native American traditions 
of the time. The 1919 silent 
film A Virtuous Vamp, a 
spoof on workplace romance, 
made Constance Talmadge 
an early film star. And Ella 
Cinders from 1926 featured 
the famous actress Colleen 
Moore.

Given director David 0. Rus¬ 
sell’s recent track record, 
it’s no surprise expecta¬ 
tions are high for his latest 
holiday release, American 
Hustle. 

The sprawling star- 
packed thriller — the fol¬ 
lowup to last year’s Oscar- 
winning crowd-pleaser 
Silver Linings Playboolc — 
heads to Canadian theatres 
this weekend after making 
it onto a slew of critics’ 
best-of-2013 lists and gar¬ 
nering key early awards 
nominations. 

Russell demurs any sug¬ 
gestion the 1970s-set Amer¬ 
ican Hustle could be on 
the same buzz-laden Oscar 
track as his 2012 feel-good 
romance starring Jennifer 
Lawrence and Bradley Coop¬ 
er, or the Oscar run enjoyed 
by his brutal 2010 holiday 
release, The Fighter, with 
Christian Bale and Amy Ad¬ 
ams. 

But he does admit his 
brazen, fictionalized take 
on the Abscam tale marks 
a new career benchmark, 
which he credits in large 
part to the bonds it cements 
with returning players Bale, 
Cooper, Adams and Law¬ 
rence, each featured in rad¬ 
ically different roles. 

“They understand the 
world they’re in and then 


they can all channel that 
dream and it allows magical 
things to happen.... that’s 
what this is,” Russell said 
in a recent interview from 
New York, describing his 
core cast as “collaborators” 
in his vision. “And this 
didn’t happen to me before 
in my filmmaking — I feel 
like all my filmmaking was 
sort of leading up to this 
work.” 

An outlandish no-holds- 
barred spirit pervades 
the hair-obsessed, sequin- 
adorned world of American 
Hustle, where an array of 
hustlers scheme and plot 
their way to dreams of love 
and respect. 

It’s loosely inspired by 
an actual FBI sting that net¬ 
ted members of Congress 
for accepting bribes from a 
fake Arab sheik, but veers 
in wild directions as it ex¬ 
plores desperate people 
hungry for acceptance. 

Bale is nearly unrecog¬ 
nizable as pot-bellied con 
man Irving Rosenfeld, who 
is forced to help Cooper’s 
wild FBI agent Richie Di- 
Maso in an increasingly 
reckless scheme to nab cor¬ 
rupt politicians and casino- 
skimming mobsters. 

Russell says he and Bale 
sketched their ideas about 
Irving, a character inspired 
by a real con man named 
Melvin Weinberg, in Bale’s 
backyard in Los Angeles 
about a year ago. 

“The film is really about 
reinvention and survival 
and that was the larger idea 
that really interested Chris¬ 
tian Bale and me while we 
were in his backyard — it

was not any kind of cynic¬ 
al story but (rather) a very 
soulful story about people 
who loved life and loved 
each other but were facing 
some enormous predica¬ 
ment,” he says, drawing 
comparisons to the con¬ 
flicted characters of Silver 
Linings Playboolc and The 
Fighter. 

Adams plays Irving’s se¬ 
ductive yet fierce partner 
Sydney Prosser, a hard-bit¬ 
ten character Russell says 
he crafted just for the ac¬ 
tress, who is better known 
for playing relatively cutesy 
romantics in films includ¬ 
ing Enchanted, Julie & 
Julia, Leap Year and The 
Muppets. 

“I wanted her to be the 
way she was in The Fight¬ 
er — people doubted she 
could do that and I knew 
she could just from know¬ 
ing her a little bit — and I 
kept saying to her: I want to 
create a role for you,” he 
says. 

“I like to cast against 
type. It’s very exciting for 
the actors, it’s very exciting 
for the audiences and it sort 
of makes the audience not 
come in with prearranged 
expectations, or if they are, 
they’re subverted immedi¬ 
ately.”

Recipe. Grilled mango 
and brie quesadillas 



Sweet potatoes generally get 
one of three treatments at 
the dinner table. They are 
mashed like regular pota¬ 
toes; they are roasted like 
squash, or they are satur¬ 
ated with sugar until they no 
longer resemble a vegetable. 
This is a nice alternative. 

Heat the oven to 400 F. Poke 
the sweet potatoes all over 
with a fork. 

Place the sweet potatoes 
directly on the oven’s centre 
rack and bake for 1 hour, or 
until completely tender. 

While the sweet potatoes 
cook, steam the cauliflower. 
Set a steamer basket in a 
medium saucepan with 1/2 
inch of water. 

Place the saucepan over 
medium-high heat and add 
the cauliflower to the steam¬ 
er basket. Cover and cook 
until the cauliflower is very 
tender, about 15 minutes. 
Remove the cauliflower 
from the steamer and set 
aside. 

When the sweet potatoes 
are baked, let them cool 
until easily handled. 


Ingredients 


• 4 large sweet potatoes 

• 16 ounces cauliflower 
florets, fresh or frozen 

• 4 tablespoons butter, 
divided 

• Zest of 1 orange 

• Salt and ground black 
pepper 

• 1 cup shredded Parmesan 


Peel the sweet potatoes, 
then place the flesh in a 
large bowl. 

Add 3 tablespoons of the 
butter and the orange zest, 
then mash well. Season with 
salt and pepper, cover the 
bowl and set aside. 

Place the steamed cauli¬ 
flower and the remaining 1 
tablespoon of butter in the 
food processor. Process until 
pureed. 

Add the Parmesan, then 
pulse to combine. Add 


the cauliflower puree to 
the sweet potatoes, using 
a spoon to swirl the two 


together without completely 
mixing them, the associated

In a small bowl, combine 
mango, jalapeno, onion and 
cilantro. Add lime juice, mix¬ 
ing well to combine. (Make 
ahead; Prepare mango salsa 
up to 2 hours in advance. 
Cover with plastic wrap and 
refrigerate.) 

Divide brie evenly among 
tortillas, laying it on the low¬ 
er half. Divide mango salsa 
evenly on top of brie. Fold 
each tortilla in half. 

Preheat contact grill. (If 
your contact grill has more 
than one temperature set¬ 
ting, set it to high.) 

Spray both sides of contact 
grill with vegetable cooking 
spray or oil. Place quesadillas 
on grill with folded side clos¬ 
est to front edge. (This pre¬ 
vents cheese from running 
down into the drip tray.) 

Close lid. Grill for 2 to 
3 minutes or until golden

When Craig MacTavish was 
named GM of the Edmonton 
Oilers in April, he spoke about 
being an impatient guy and 
exposing his team to some 
degree of risk in order to 
move it forward “in rapid fash¬ 
ion.” About 40 per cent of the 
Oilers roster was turned over 
in the summer, with additions 
such as David Perron, Andrew 
Ference and Boyd Gordon 
expected to make an impact. 
They have, but the result has 
not improved. After winning 
only three of 14 games in Oc¬ 
tober, it became immediately 
clear those summer moves 
just were not enough. 

So where are the risky 
moves to tiy to push the club 
forward? The signing of Ilya 
Bryzgalov was more desperate 
than bold. 

The fact is, the suppos¬ 
edly impatient MacTavish has 
waited too long to move on 
this season. The Oilers, now 20 
points back of a playoff spot, 
face insurmountable odds to 
come back as the NHL holiday 
trade freeze is set to kick in. 

No longer does it make 
sense to trade a major player 
for immediate gain. This 
season is destined to go just 
like all the others in recent 
memoiy now: starting with 
a world of optimism, ending 
with crushing disappointment 
and another lotteiy pick. 

So, long-term planning 
will continue to be the Oilers’ 
modus operandi. They’ll wait

on the full development of 
their young stars and hope 
the two-way responsibility 
clicks within them. They’ll 
hope the current core will 
one day mesh with all its 
talent. But just because you 
have a pile of high-end draft 
picks eveiy year doesn’t mean 
they’ll pay off as a winning 
roster. The Florida Panthers 
have been a past example of 


this — the Oilers are the cur¬ 
rent example. 

It’s going to have to start 
with goaltending. While there 
has been a gaggle of backup 
and prospect goalies in the 
NHL playing way better than 
anticipated, it’s the ones 
who do it consistently eveiy 
year that make a differ¬ 
ence to their teams. Devan 
Dubnylc has shown he’s not 


the answer. Biyzgalov is not 
a long-term option and is 
certainly not a secure asset. 
For as many shots as the Oil¬ 
ers defence allows, there are 
some teams allowing more 
who are staying in the playoff 
hunt. Dallas, Colorado and 
Phoenix have all had reliable 
goaltending performances. 

The status quo can no 
longer be acceptable in Ed¬ 
monton, but the time for bold 
moves to boost this season 
has come and gone. It’s now 
time to make absolutely sure 
this train doesn’t derail again 
next season.

Skeleton. Reigning 
gold medallist in 
tough to earn Canada's 
final men's position at 
Winter Games 


The man who gave the host 
country one of its most mem¬ 
orable moments of the 2010 
Winter Olympics faces long 
odds to compete at the next 
Winter Games. 

Jon Montgomeiy’s gold 
medal in skeleton at the 
Whistler Sliding Centre and 
his subsequent auctioning off 
of a pitcher of beer in the vil¬ 
lage square elevated him to 
folk-hero status. 

But the 34-year-old from 
Russell, Man., might not make 
the 2014 team for Sochi, Rus¬ 
sia, in February. 

Montgomeiy’s results the 
last season and a half have yet 
to meet Bobsleigh Canada Skel¬ 
eton’s qualification criteria. 


He needs to hit the ball out 
of the park and also have a lit¬ 
tle luck in the four races he has 
left to qualify before Jan. 19. 

“Unfortunately for me, 
I’m fighting an uphill battle 
in that regard,” Montgomeiy 
said Wednesday in Calgaiy. “I 
would guess the way things 
have gone it would be nothing 
short of winning the four races 
before that deadline.” 

Mellisa Hollingsworth of 
Eclcville, Alta., Calgaiy’s Sarah 
Reid and John Fairbaim and 
Eric Neilson of Kelowna, B.C., 
were introduced Wednesday as 
Canada’s skeleton athletes for 
Sochi. 

Canada can qualify a third 
man and a third woman for 


Sochi in Januaiy, according to 
head coach Duff Gibson. Should 
Canada gain those berths, 
Montgomeiy is up against Dave 
Greszczyszyn of Burlington, 
Ont., for the final spot on the 
men’s team. It will come down 
to points earned in races. 

Greszczyszyn is currently 
ranked 23rd in the world and 
Montgomeiy 25th with 32 
points separating them. 

If the two men end up close 
or tied in points, it could come 
down to coach’s discretion, 
which Gibson doesn’t relish. 
The 2006 Olympic champion 
hopes the sliders sort it out 
themselves so he can avoid 
that painful decision.

Tennis. Djokovic enlists 
Becker as a coach to help 
him ‘win new trophies’ 


Novak Djokovic is turning to 
Boris Becker for help in 2014. 

The second-ranked Serb 
said Wednesday that Becker 
will join his staff for next sea¬ 
son as head coach. 

“He is a true legend, some¬ 
one who has great tennis 
knowledge and his experience 
will help me win new trophies 
from the Grand Slams and 
other tournaments,” Djokovic 
said in a statement. “Becker is 
a great person, too, and I am 
sure he will fit in our team in 
the best possible way.” 

The 46-year-old Becker, a 
six-time Grand Slam cham¬ 
pion, will travel with Djokovic 
and other coaches to tour¬ 
naments, including next 
month’s Australian Open. 

Djokovic won his fourth 
Australian Open title last year 
and finished the 2013 season 
ranked No. 2 in the world be¬ 
hind Rafael Nadal. 

Becker will join a coaching 
staff that also includes Marian 
Vajda, Miljan Amanovic and 
Gebhard Phil-Gritsch. 

“I will do my best to help 
him reach his goals, and I 
am sure we can achieve great 
things together,” said Becker, 
who became the youngest 
man to win Wimbledon when 



he was 17 in 1985. 

Vajda, who has been 
working with Djokovic since 
2006, said the Serb needed a 
new head coach to continue 
improving. 

“Becker’s assignment will 
not affect much my position 
in the team, since I will do all 
I can for Novak, just like I did 
before,” Vajda said. “On the 
other hand, choosing Boris 
as the head coach is a good 
solution, I am sure we will get 
along veiy well, and that No¬ 
vak will continue to progress.”
